2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art suggested that one would have performed the steps as defined in the specified 
sequence to form the tubular member wherein only a single heating step was used to 
form the same. More specifically, the prior art of record suggested the arrangement of 
the wound layers as evidenced by Japanese Patent 7-205274, however the reference 
suggested a fusion joint only locally (at the abutting of the ends of the film) and that this 
would have been followed by another heating step to fuse the assembly together. While 
the reference to Japanese Patent '429 suggested a single fusion step, there is no 
reason to exclude the initial local heating step as performed by Japanese Patent '274 in 
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the operation. Additionally, it should be noted that Japanese Patent '429 relates to a 
pipe liner and not a tubular member of the type defined by Japanese Patent '274. 
Regarding the rejection under 112, first paragraph, applicant's remarks have been 
found to be persuasive and it is believed that applicant was in fact in possession of the 
invention as is now claimed.
